REMARKS 

Claims 1, 5 and 7-12 are currently pending in this application. Claims 1 and 5 are 
amended to recite that position R 6 can be cycloalkanoly "whose cycloalkyl portion 
contains 3 to 6" carbon atoms. No new matter has been added. 

Applicants respectfully submit that all of the pending claims are allowable for at 
least the following reasons. 

A. The Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. $ 1 12, flL Should be Withdrawn 

On pages 2-6 of the Office Action, claims 1, 5 and 7-12 are rejected as allegedly 
not enabled. It appears that the rejection stems from the fact that the PDE4 inhibition 
data provided in Applicants' previous responses was not submitted in the form of a 
declaration. Accordingly, it is indicated in the Office Action that "presenting this data in 
the form of a Declaration under Rule 37 CFR 1.132 would overcome this rejection." 
(Office Action, page 6). 

In this regard, respectfully submitted herewith is a declaration by Dr. Hon- Wah 
Man, summarizing the procedures used to obtain the PDE4 inhibition properties and 
presenting IC50 values for PDE4 of certain compounds provided in the current 
application. In view of the declaration, Applicants respectfully request that the rejection 
be withdrawn. 

B. The Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 12. Should Be Withdrawn 

On page 6 of the Office Action, claims 1 and 5 are rejected as allegedly indefinite. 
In particular, it is alleged that the term "cycloalkanoyl of 2 to 6 carbon atoms" is 
indefinite because "it is not clear how a cylcloalkanoyl group may be formed from only 2 
carbon atoms." (Office Action, page 6). In this regard, to make the term clear, and to 
expedite the prosecution of this application, claims 1 and 5 are amended to recite that R6 
may be cycloalkanoyl "whose cycloalkyl portion contains 3 to 6 carbon atoms." In view 
of these amendments, Applicants respectfully request that this rejection be withdrawn. 
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C. The Obviousness-Type Double Patenting Should Be Withdrawn 

On pages 7-8 of the Office Action, claims 5 and 8 are rejected under the 
judicially-created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-11 of U.S. 
Patent No. 7,678,825 ("the '825 patent"). Without addressing the substance of this 
rejection, Applicants herewith submit a terminal disclaimer over the '825 patent. In view 
of the terminal disclaimer, Applicants respectfully request that the rejection be 
withdrawn. 

On pages 8-9 of the Office Action, claims 1, 5, 9 and 10 are provisionally rejected 
under the judicially-created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over claims 8, 
14-16 and 19 of co-pending U.S. Application No. 12/368,245 ("the '245 application"). 
Without addressing the substance of this rejection, Applicants herewith submit a terminal 
disclaimer over the '245 application. In view of the terminal disclaimer, Applicants 
respectfully request that the rejection be withdrawn. 

D. Conclusion 

Applicants respectfully submit that all of the pending claims are allowable, and 
thus, respectfully request that all of the rejections be withdrawn.
